Mr S. K. obferved at Wide on the Coalt of Guinea, a Boy 
that came aboard healthful, in alittle time became very heay 
and duil, and after that followed an Atrophia and Lientery, 
notwithftanding all which he had a very good Stomach, and 
at laft dy’d with Vi€tuals in his Mouth ; being opened, Mr 
found the Kight auric!e of his Heart very much diftended, and 
in ita Polyps the bignefs of an Ordinary Hens Egg. 

It has been obferved by Mr St. A’. and others, who have 
been in Turkey, viz. Smyrna, Alexandretta, &c. that oneeg 
Year towards the Fall, that they are very much affeéted with 
peftilential Fevers, which is more fatal to the TurZs then the 
Franks or Chrifiians. The Symptoms were an intenfe Fever, 
vet no great Drought, and then appeared peftilential Buboes, 
which if they could not be brought to fuppuration, were ob- 
ferved tobe Mortal. The firft relief that appeared was the 
Breathing out of a Diapborefis-or Sweating, upon which the 


Buboes fuppurate, and the mortal Symptoms difappear, from 


whence tis obferved, that the giving A/exipharmicks procutes 
cee Diaphorefis, by which the Diftemper is carried 
OT. 

There is likewife another Diftemper Epidemical to feveral 
places in Turkey, efpecially at dAlexandreita or Scanderoon, 
called by the Natives there Sefframbufhan, which is the fame 
with our Intermitting Fevers, and has alfo the fame Method of 
Cure with the laft, but what is moft effe€tual is changing the

‘This prodigious Number of nineteen hundred Manufcripts 
are ail in Folio, and many of them of the greateft Antiquity.

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‘Upon Undigue Conquifiverat. ?Tis obfervable, that Queen “March 


Ghriftina was Poor, and far from being in a condition to

make fuch a‘Porchafe as 1900 Folio Manufcripts ; a number \ V 


which ’tis hardly to be fuppofed that the richeft Prince cou’d 
eet together in one Reign: But ‘tis to be obferv’d that her 
Father, the-Great Guffavus Adolphus liaving plunder’d half of 
the Towns of Germany, and amongft others Prague, the Ca- 
pital City of Bohemia, where there was a vaft many Curiofities, 
had amongft other things carried off the Library of the Royal 
Palace, from whence it is prefumable that the greateft part 
of thefe Manufcripts came: For otherwife Swedez is not 
very full of Books. | 

Thefe Manufcripts are worth more than all the Jewels now 
demanded, and all the Rarities and Curiofities, and all the 
other Effects fhe left behind her. 3 

Her printed Books were giv'n to Cardinal Ortboboni. The 
Curiofities of her Clofet were fold to Don Livio Odefcalch: 
for 152000 Crowns, which is a trifle fora Queen. The Mar- 
quis Azzolini, Nephew to the Cardinal of that Name, was 
het Heir ; that is, Heir to her Law-Suits, Controverfies and 
Pretenfions ; for fhe died in Debr, and left few Legacies, ex- 
cept one Sum of Money awkardly beftow’d, to fing her out of 
Pusgatory to the Tune of 20000 Mafles. : 

The Additional Name of Alexandra was given her bf 
Pope Alexander VII. (in whofe Hands fhe made her Abjuration 
of the Lutheran Religion) when he confirmed her in the Po- 
fib, to which fhe was ever afterwards a Zealous Votary-

The Earl refus’d the employ, 
it being contrary to the Laws of the Land, to punith Perlots 
without a Legal Tryal : The King was as angry at his’ refufal 
at the Citizens of Canterbury, and would have feverely treated 
the Earl for the Contempt, but meeting with no body that wou 
afi him in his unjuft Anger, hé fummoned a, full Affemt 
of his Peers at Gloucefter, in order to Try the Caufe. Thi 
plainly fhews the Antiquity of the Houfe of Lords, and that 
our Parliaments is no Modern Conceffion of any Monatth, bat 
the Undoubted Right of the Evg/i/h derived to them from thet 
Anceftors. | i :
